MRS. MILLER’S BOND FIXED 
AT 35000; DR. SMITH’S $10,000 


At the Physician’s Preliminary Ar- 
raignment He Waived a Hearing 
and Furnished the Bond Widow 
Will Get Bondsmen. 


At Sikeston Friday morning Dr. Warren 
Smith was held by the coroner's jury 4s 
principal in the alleged murder of Harry 
Miller. 

Mrs. Miller, formerly Miss Lydia Spieldoch 
of 202A North Thirteenth street, Miller's 
bride of less than eight weeks, is held as 
accessory. * 

Both are held to the grandjury, Dr. 
Smith in the sum of $10,000 bond, which he 
has given, and Mrs; Miller in the sum of 
$5000, which she expects to give Friday 
afternoon. 

The text of the coroner's jury is: 

“We, the jury, find that the deceased, 
Harry Miller, came to his death from mor- 
phine pois-ning, administered by Dr. War- 
ren Smith as principal and Mrs. Lydia Mil- 
ler as accessory. Motive unknown to the 
jury.“ 

The verdict was returned after the cor 
oner’s jury had reconvened after a sitting 
Thursday evening. 

Immediately after the verdict had been 
announced, Mrs. Miller was errested and 
taken before a justice of the peace for pre- 
liminary examination. She waived a pre- 
liminary trial, and the amount of her bond 
was fixed. 

Immediately, also, the preliminary hear; 
ing of Dr. Smith, which had been deferred 
until the coroner’s jury should complete 
the inquest was taken up. Examination was 
waived, and his bond fixed at $10,000. It 
was made immediately. 

Among those on his bond are C. D. Mat- 
thews. Charles Smith, W. H. Stubblefield of 
Muryhysville, W. H. Barnes and W. H 
Miller of Sikeston, and others.

Pouch Stolen at Poplar Bluff Devel- 
ops Unexpected Value. When 
Banke Report Remittances. 


DRAFT FOR ST. LOUIS BANKS 


Inspector John B Sullivan Says De- 
partment Has No Clew to Rob- 
bery of Month Ago. 


Complaints received at the postoffice in- 
spector’s department indicate that the mail 
pouch stolen from an Iron Mountain train 
at Poplar Bluff, Mo., Feb. 27, contained 
drafts, money orders, checks and curren- 
cy to the amount probably of 340,000. 

The pouch was routed from Memphis, 
Tenn., and nearly all of the checks and 
drafts were destined to St. Louis banks. 

The bank in Oran, Stott County, Mo., 
reports the loss of #4000 in checks, which 
were forwarded by ‘mail to the Interna- 
tional Bank at St. Louis. 

A number of drafts were also mailed to 
the American Exchange Bank. 

Acting Chief Postoffice Inspector John D. 
Sullivan stated that he could form no exact 
estimate at this time of the contests of the 
pouch, and he had no definite information 
that it contained money. . 

He thought possibly the checks 
drafts would not amount to over $20,000. 

No attempt has been made to cash the 
checks thus stolen. 

“We had no idea, said Mr. Sullivan. 
“that this pouch contained valuables until 
we began to receive complaints from some 
of the banks. 

The pouch was stolen at Poplar Bluffs, 
Mo., nearly a month ago, so the robbers 
have had plenty of time to make their es- 
cape. 

“There is not a single clew as to the 
identity of the robbers. From information 
at hand, I judge the pouch was not missed 
ti the train had resumed. its journey 
“Out of Poplar Bluff.“ 

Federal secret service men and inspectors 
have been detailed on the case. 

It is thought the pouch may be found, 
as the inspectors do not think the robbers 
would t to . the checks or drafts it 
contained:

SHANGHAI, March 18.—The crippled 
Russian squadron is in the harbor of Port 
Arthur. At no time since the war began 
has any part of it, except the swift 
torpedo boat destroyers, been outside the 
radius of the guns of the fortress—about 
seven miles. 

It is explained here that the Japanese 
fleet has constantly kept watch on Maka- 
roff’s squadron. Swift scut boats, 
equipped with telegraph apparatus con- 
tinually hover within sight of the har- 
bor. Every move made by the Russians is 
signaled to the rendezvous of Togo’s fleet. 

During the last bombardment of Port 
Arthur four Chinamen and two Japanese 
were caught signaling to the Japanese 
fleet. 

The six men were immediately hanged 
on the hill below the harbor fort. 

Private advices from Russian sources in 
Port Arthur state that the intensest anx- 
iety exists as to the town’s ultimate fate. 
Despite the utmost vigilance of the: mili- 

tary authorities, the place is infested 
by spiés, who continuoüslyl betray infor 
mation to the enemy. 

Russian police are constantly engaged 
in pulling Chinamen’s pigtails to learn 
if the pigtailed men are really Chinamen, 
for the favorite disguise of Japanese spies 
is the garb of a Chinese coolie. 

Spies are working even in the fortifica- 
tions and on the docks and daily send 
out information. 

Vice-Admiral Makaroff has ordered 
three siege guns to be mounted on Gold- 
en Hill to command that quarter from 
which the deadliest Japanese fire has 
come. 

Gilchrist, the Scotch engineer, who was 
directing repairs on the battleship Retzi- 
van, has abandoned the task in disgust. 

Always under surveillance, he was 
angered by the suspicion of him because 
of his nationality. The Retzivan has been 
dragged by steel cables to a spot on the 
beach at the northeast end of the harbor. 
Her damaged side is supported by pon- 


toons. 


WAR ATTACHES FROM

embassy at St. Petersburg. They are ex- 
pected to arrive in the Russian capital this 
week, and win proceed at once to the 
theater of war. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Lauenstein and Maj. 
Baron von Tettan of the German general 
staf, to whom the Czar gave farewell au- 
dienge recently, and the Norwegian and 
Swedish officers, Captains Nyquist and En- 
glund, will start this evening for Mukden, 
where all the war attaches have been 
asked to assemble. - 

It is expected that these foreign mi- 
tary men will arrive at Mukden before 
Gen. Kuropatkin, who will pause to in- 
spect all important <Page stations east 
of Lake Baikel.

It was extremely fortunate for Louis 
Birenbaum of 823 Wash street that he 
happened to be the best barber in the Jef- 
ferson City penitentiary at the psychologic- 
al moment that Gov. Dockery dropped into 
Warden Woolridge’s office in need of a 
shave. 

Birenbaum chopped off all the governor's 
facial decorations, except his mustache. 
The governor subsequently chopped off all 
of Birenbaum's two-year sentence, except 
nine months he had already served. 
Barber Birenbaum’s part in the burial 
of the governors’ whiskers became public 
as a result of a visit he made to Jeffer- 
gon City Wednesday. 

He called at the mansion and presented 
Missouri's executive with a fine painting of 
himself. 

Back at his Wash street barber shop now, 
Birendaum is explaining, between razor 
strokes, that Gov. Dockery had a beara 
when the acquaintance, which resulted in 
the picture’s presentation began. 

Birenbaum's story not only tells how 
Gov. Dockery happened to part with his 
familiar chin covering—something over 
which all Missouri has long wondered— 
but it goes to show that the familiar ton- 
gorial method of pouring words in ears and 
water on faces simultaneously is not with- 
out its advantages.

MILLER GETS SIX 
MONTHS N JAIL 


Miller Has Filed Motion for New 
Trial, Although Evidence Against 
Him Was Direct. 


Louis F. Miller was convicted and en- 
tenced to six months in the city jail Fri- 
day on the charge of aiding and assisting 
in the operation of a lottery.

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A Post-Dispatch War Correspondent Describes the Landing 
of Troops at Chinampo and the Movements 
About Ping Yang. 


From a Special War Correspondent of the World and the Post-Dispatch.

CHEFOO, March 18.—I left here Sunday 
morning in my @iepetéh boat for the Ping 
Yang district, the base of Japanese mili- 
tary operations in Corea. 

When off Tatung inlet, 12 miles below 
Chinampo, a Japanese gunboat halted us. 
signaling that the channel was planted with 
mines, and that it was dangerous to con- 
tinue the voyage. 

On the way we passed a constant suc- 
cession of transports. 

We arrived in Ping Yang March 15 and 
proceeded to Chinampo. Navigation was 
still difficult, and the natural difficulties 
are increased by drift ice, which was float- 
ing down the inlet in large quantities. The 
little Known treaty port presented an unus- 
ual spectacle.

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PUTS HER MOTHER 
IW LUNATIC ASYLUM 


Daughter’s Act Arouses Parent's 
Friends and They Ask Court 
for Her Release. 


THEIR APPLICATION FOUGHT 


Son-in-Law Admits He Sought Her 
Diamonds and Had Possession 
of Her Wedding Ring. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 18:—Mrs. Sarah Ten 
Eyck Prince, a member of the well-known 
Albany and Brooklyn Ten Eyck family, 
who is possessed of a large estate and has 


moved in the best circles, is, with the aid 


of her friends, including the well-known 
Jaffray family of this city, making an ap- 
peal to the courts to be legally freed from 
a private lunatic asylum to which she was 
committed about six weeks ago at the in- 
stigation of her only daughter and child, 
Sarah Ten Eyck Prince, now the wife of 
Charles Francis Bourke, formerly manager 
of a well-known illustrated weekly of this 


city. 
The proceedings show Miss Prince mar- 


ricd Bourke without consulting her mother 
and that the first time the parent saw her 
son-in-law was last Jan. 21, after she had 
been taken from the Hotel Martha Wash- 
ington to Bellevue Hospital for observation 
as to her mental condition. 

Mrs. Prince is a widow. Her husband died 
2% years ago, leaving her a fortune. Since 
that time she has lived in various hotels in 
this city, and has spent much of her time 
abroad. She is well educated and a woman 


of charming personality. 

Mrs. Prince spent most of last summer 
in Europe and returned to this city in the 
late fall. She first went to the Gilsey 
House. From there she went to the Hotel 
Navarre, thence to the Normandie, the - 
perial. the St. Denis and finally fo the Ho- 
tel Martha Washington. At all these hotels 
she left valuable baggage and effects. To 
her friends it became evident that her ec- 
centricities were attributable to a severe 
attack of the grip, for the cure of which 
she had treated herself with rum and 
glycerine. 

At the Martha Washington, she became 
edefirious. Reginald Jaffray, who had 
known Mrs. Price since boyhood heard 
of her condition and visited her. He called 
in his private physician to attend Mra 
Prince. Knowing of the estrangement be- 
tween mother and daughter, he communi- 
cated with Mrs. Bourke. A conguitation 
was then held, resulting in Mrs. Prince's 
being sent to Bellevue, the opinlon of her 
friends being that a few gays of care 
and restraint would restore her to health.

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COSSACKS IN THE 


COMING LAND BATTLE 
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An Important Advantage for Russia in Her Superior Cavalry—Cossacks 
Must Play a Great Part in the W ar—The Splendid Courage of the 
Japanese Soldiers Matched by These Fine Rough Riders. 


BY JAMES CREELMAN. | ; 


In the impending land battle Russia will 
Lave an important advantage over Japan in 
the matter of cavalry. The Japanese army 
has ordinarily less than 10,000 mounted men, 
while the Russlan army has at least 117,000 
Horsemen. There is a great scarcity of 
horses in Japan. It is said that there are 
more than 20,000,000 horses in Russia. The 
country in which the Japanese and Russian 
forces are approaching each other for a 
death grapple is rough, the distances are 
great, and the natives are almost without 
horses. 

The Russian Cossacks must play a tre- 
mendous part in the land fighting. They 
are the only hereditary soldiery in Russia. 
Every soldier in Japan carries with him 
the heroic traditions of the samurai. They 
are his inspiration on the march or in 
battle teaching him patience, frugality, 
courage and scorn for death—above all, 
loyalty to the demigod Emperor. The Cos- 
sacks, alone of the Russian fighting men, 
are the descendants of a warrior caste. 
There are 60,000 of them under the colors 
today. 

These fierce horsemen, who form the van- 
guard of the Autocrat’s forces in Manchu— 
ria, are descended from the only demo- 
cratic people of Asia. There was a time 
when the Cossacks elected their own rulers 
or hetmen. They lived by the sword, like 
the samurai of Japan, but until they lost 
their independence they maintained a prim- 
itive republicanism, and so fearful were 
they of monarchy that their hetmen, elect- 
ed by popular vote, could only serve a year 
at a time. 


So free was the spirit of the ancient 
Cossacks that they fought first for one 
country and then for another—now for 
Russia, now for Poland and now for the 
Sultan, or even the Tartar Khan. But 
when under their great leader Mazeppa 
they served Charles XII of Sweden against 
Russia, Peter the Great deprived them of 
their privileges and destroyed their mlill- 
tary organization It was the Cossack brig- 
and Yermak who, in the reign of Ivan the 
Terrible, explored and conquered Siberia 
and thus earned his pardon from the Czar. 


The Cossacks, alone of Russia’s armed 
forces, are imbued with the military in- 
stinct. The rest of the army is a con- 
script mass without individual initiative 
and helpless beyond the rudiments of 
drill. The ordinary soldier is a dull, patient 
man, who receives for pay about 4 cents 
every three months, and is almost useless 
without an officer. The Cossacks, however, 
furnish meir own horses and equipment, 
except rifles ahd ammunition, which are 
supplied by the government, and find their 
own food by foraging—most of the time. 

But unlike the descendants of the Jap- 
anese samurai, who have austere and po- 
ble traditions of self-sacrifice and a sep- 
arate litrature, the Cossacks inherit the 
sentiments and methods of ruthless rob- 
bers, 

The Cossacks of Siberia, who are now 
swarming in front of the Russian army in 
Manchuria, hold their little farms subject 
to the feudal] military obligation of their 
race. When the Czar’s messenger. rides 
through their villages carrying a red flag 
in the daytime and a red lantern at night, 
shouting, “The Emperor calls you! Mo- 
bilisat ion!“ they must report at once, with 


horse and equipment, to the nearest mili- 
tary post. 

These men are

LINCOLN, Neb., March 18.—Bishop Bona- 
cum of the Catholic See of Lincoln, was de- 
feated in the long-pending controversy with 
Father William Murphy, one of the priests 
of his diocese by an opinion rendered last 
night by the Supreme Court.
